I said I did, She then 
asked me if I remember this Odum/237 exhibit, I a id I do, at id she launclied into a 
description of the man as u professional assassin for the CIA, including in C*uabodia, Viet 
Nam and elsewhere, while in special forces. When ^tasked her how lAis could bo proven she 
was offended or more likely feigned offense. Bhe told no tyconsult Peter Myden' s The Bay 
of x igs book. I told her I was not able to at tliat moment bujfc long ago had read the book, 
(At tJ-is point she reflated knowing nothing about me, one of the reasons I do not belidve 
that she was Israeli Intelligence phoning from Tel Aviv,) I (Pb not recall exactly what 
shejthen said about two version of this one picture in that book bu^thio appeared to be 
to her a major point she was making, 

.She never explained why she ^phone^me or her purpose and I did not ask her. 

Luring the caubfersation she expressed confidence in Groden, hardly the way for an 
Snformed person to approach me, She trusts him and the Balias JRC Information Center, which 
she said arranged photo interpre tat lorn again, hardly the need of an intelligence agency 
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people one would trust. When I raised such questions she acted like 3 he had been doing 
me a great favor and if I did not appreciate it, the hell with me. Each time I explained 

that I was not questioning her but her source;* with whom I'd had my own experiences and 
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I did question then and it seemed to me should be interested in that, "They" rep- 

resented by her were not, 

Ehe huffed up when I said that there^is a difference between allegations and proof 
and I’d need proof, another auspicious wuy to behave because, obviously, anyone does. She 
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indicated she would break the cadi of as wasting her tine each time I cast doubt on her 

source. \/hen 5 told her that tlie alC in Balias had stf faked tlie Ricky Wjiite case, what 

should co^tainiy interest any intelligence agency making any use of it, Ditto whenXtold 
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her x knew Groden well enough to be the godfather of his first child and doubted much of 
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what he said, It was whenj. told her about Hugh A *cDond:ld , a book thAt knew it was a fake 
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ahau she Wd said that ilcDGnald had the story rign^ tliat I'd known his lady friend Eve

Leonard, whose husband had started the first local radio statio and 
courage ha* endorsement of his book I then told her that I had been hired by a published 
whose name she di$/ ask (and I told her when she didn t tliat I had to keep that confidential) 
to evaluate that book, 3lie again was indifferent, ignoring it entirely. So I asked her 
where Lynch was when he fired the shot. She'd said he was the assassin and anyone witli any 
knowledge of the material knows there was more than one assassin^ she said the Records 
Building.

I did not believe that anyone with or for Israeli intelligence would phone mo on this 
in the open when it was known tliat the DM is monitoring international calls and has more 
than the usual interest in Israel now because of US policy. I wondered immediately wliy 
if she was speaking for the Mossad it would not have sought me out in person, easy for 
it and without possibility of eavesdr opping. I believed wliile we were conversing tliat it 
would have 3ent someone from Washington, not much more than an hour awu^ and might in 
turn, if it had any JFK assassination interest, be interested in whit x have and can pro- 
vide.

Her vpico was distinctive yet without Jrrace of any accfiSent. It appeared to be the 
vjice of an American woman.

ipan, French, Italian, Spanish or any other accent. There was nothing to indicate what kind 
of a US accent other than not of the Mputh.

One is that noone trained to be an assassin would have permitted 
himself to be seen at any US MU embassy or consul jae and whuld liave assumed the 01 a was 
photographing those who went there, if also would not liave under any circumstances liave 
given the Warren O 0 mmis3ion and/or the FBI any photo of any of its people of however 
indirect a connection, especially not one of one ot its alleged assassins. Yet the mime 
Grayson rather than Grays ton ~ynch Beemed slightly familiar. I do not today place it. 

She made no response, i^erhaps hesitated for a momex^t when I told 1 qf ^ 

the assassin luridjng in tlie ladies room was ridiculous and changed when published. Tliat 
certainly would liave been a red flag to any spookery. When ^oid I'd need proof she offered

I have to modify sajing I can think of npbody el3e with a present interest 
in boobytrapping me and perhaps about whother tliis woioan wa3 acting for Israeli intel- 
ligence. The French 3UCCK published a phony book that seemd to lrnve been intended as a 
favot for the CIA. It and the movie made of it could liave been intended Jo boobytrap 
Garrison and cume close. I prevented the movie endorsement and probably had sonetliing to 
do with liiu suspending liis public support for the book. 

Tho book was originally titled, "A'amerique Brule (burns)" but Garrison suggested 
it be titled, as it then was, 1 'Farewell iimericn.
